if I could command the leisure and the ability, 
lo write such n book as I should like to see writ¬ 
ten, I would select a subject of inquiry which 
might not inaptly lie indicated l>v a title page like 
the heading 1 have made over this article. 1 j 
does appear to me high time that the present c 
dition of Christianity were critically examined, 
and the state of religion even among prutestants 
especially and impartially considered, and com¬ 
pared ivitii die only sura standard, the Bible. 

The spirited authof of Natural History oi En¬ 
thusiasm” in his more lucent work on “ Spiritual 
Despotism,” has very justly noticed some ot the 
minor defects of the Protestant Reformation, de¬ 
claring it desirable tliat the reformatio:! itself | 
should be reformed. We might name other de- i 
fects, and notice likewise the general departure ot j 
prates Sants from many of the noblest traits which 
characterized the reformers. But why should we 
build upon the reformers ? We have a more sure 
Word of prophecy, and other foundation can no 
man lay but that which is therein laid. Instead 
of inquiring after protcsUint Christianity, therefore, 
ns I had at first penned the starting query, we 
shall do better to inquire rather alter the religion 
of the Bible. 

How much can we find of the religion of out- 
own times under all its varying forms attd names 
that can properly and fairly claim to have been 
copied- from that unerring standard? And how 
much is contained in that standard, which mod¬ 
ern religion is contented to leave a blank ? 

The importance as well as the delicacy of this 
inquiry will very readily bo seen, when we c^n- I 
eider the conflicting and jarring elements of 
wljieh the religion of the times is- composed. 

Pure undefiled religion is one. But the Christ¬ 
ianity of our times is legion. Truth and duty tfre 
unchanging. Is not our modern Christianity un¬ 
stable as water? But let us not here anticipate, 
the topics that in.the course of a full examination 
would present themselves. A glance is sufficient 
to allow us that the investigation is at once difii 
cult and indispensable; and that to conduct it 
impartially is lo be certain of giving offeace! 

He who opposes himself to any one sect may 
console himself with the prospect of giving satis¬ 
faction to the opposing or rival sect. But lie 
who, with the Bible for hiS guide, should faithful¬ 
ly reprove all for tlio deliiiquencies of all, and 
confront each for the errors of each, would be 
counted an opponent by each, and a troubler by 
all. And little credit would he gain for his 
Christian charity and kindness iu attempting, to 
unite them all in the truth, so long as' be insisted 
on their relinquishment of every thing unscriptu- 
ral, and their reception of every thing scriptural; 
though railing on themselves (abjuring their party 
predilection) to be tiic judges. Some writer lias 
iu substance remarked that whenever tiie spiritu¬ 
al Babylon should he cast down, there would not 
be a party nor sent in Christendom that would 
not bn found with the .merchants and ship mas¬ 
ters, standing afar ofT, and lamenting, the loss of 
some favorite and long cherished practice or'doc¬ 
trine. How natural then that any efforts for un¬ 
dermining that. Babylon, which should be suffi¬ 
ciently comprehensive to threaten the suburbs, 
sbquld excite even Protestant alarm ! How una¬ 
voidable that those who would oppose wrong 
things rather titan odious names, should bo gener¬ 
ally if not universally opposed! 

It is plain therefore that the inquiry at which 
we have hinted, cannot be pursued without xe- 
citing uneasiness and distrust. A treatise for the 
purpose of demonstrating that some one oi the 
present Protestaut sects is unalterably right and 
all the others demonstrably wrong, would excite 
neither indign ati on nor surprise. It would fall in 
so naturally with the accustomed scope of polemic 
literature as to constitute no unusual or alarming 
phenomenon! But if any otte should venture to 
suggest that very possibly no e one sect or party of fale al)( j 
Christians had yet monopolized all truth and 1 
avoided all error, if he should hint the possibility 
that-twenty different and wrangling parties might 
finally be found to have hewn out each in their 
enclosed solitudes some precious stone for the 
millenial temple that had been despised and re¬ 
jected by the oiliers, and if he should call upon 
them, at the fulness of time, to come out from 
their secluded retreats, and bring together their 
jnaterials, and test them by the standard of Gotl’s 
word, and mutually condemn all the rubbish, and 
mis-shapen, and marred, and receive all the, val¬ 
uable and the good, from whatever quarter it might 
be offered, so that tile building might, at length, go 
up, without the sound of a hammer, such an t 

surely, would be regarded with astonishment,.

Ami yet it may he asked soberly, whether there 
wouhl lie any evidencesofittsuniiy in such a strain 
ofsuggestion ? Would there be any thing bigoted 
ar uncharitable in the 'implication that every sect 
would be called upon to part with some rubbish ? 

Or would it be proof of a latitudinariaii anil spu¬ 
mous og'hrmcistn to conceive that a number of 
different sects may have discovered truths unper- 
feived by others? Wimtargumentsshali I draw 
from reason or from scripture to convince me that 
cl iu precise lines between error and truth have 
been drawn in exact reference to the deuiarka- 
tiuijs between diflerent sects, while every one 
knows thetri to have beeu traced more generally 
in a bustle, by erring human beings—by ardent 
oontrovertists, by single individuals, perhaps 
through caprice, or on the pressure of peculiar' 
or focal circumstances? Who shali assure m e 
that the founders of any sect have extended 
their boundaries so amply as to have included the 
„whole system of divine truth, and scrutinized 
ever} corner of their territories so minutely as to 
have wedded out every error ? How shall I he 
certain that the uvoidaue.o of certain errors with 
which the founders of new sects may have been 
annoyed, has not occasioned their inadvertent ex¬ 
posure to opposite errors? That it has not in¬ 
duced a disproportioifate attention to some things; 
to the neglect of others which are equalh' import¬ 
ant to be regardei ? How shall 1 learn that sects 
anti creeds established in the midst of controver¬ 
sies, have not been so formed as to refer too 
vsfosh 


And is it certain that the Bible teaches no import¬ 
ant truths and duties that have not happened to 
become the bone of contention-between rival and 
learned ecclesiastics or made the shibboleth of a 
sect? On the great questions of Christian duty 
and ethics that now agitate community,, has the 
Bible given us no direction ? And yel how few 
Christian sects have seemed to suppose it import-d 
ant to have any established principles in respect' 
to them! 

How then can I lie bound to enlist under the di¬ 
rection of any existing sect or party? Is there 
any one of them that was founded in the first 
place, by any ecclesiastieal council consisting ot 
the entire body of the Christian people who were 
to be embodied into the new sect ? Did any such 
body ever examine the Bible themselves, and settle 
their denominational, peculiarities for themselves, 
not taking their sentiments from some prominent 
leader, and attending only to the topics presented 
by lint? Has there ever been; since the “dark 
ages,” or is there now existing, any body of Chris¬ 
tians originating in such a thing, at any period of] 
time, as a large convocation of believers, layni 
anti ministers, brothers and sisters, assembled to¬ 
gether for the purpose ofd iscussibg among ifiem 
selves, and founding a church on the t-ntTre sys¬ 
tem of truth apd duly, contained in the Bible ? 
For the purpose' Of learning how VChristmu 
church should he organized, of whom it should' 
he composed, what discipline it should excrcist 
and what sentiments it should maintain ? 15;

And if tlnsdras not' 
been done, what sect can claim to have been' 
such a sense founded on the Bible—‘‘-the ot 
standard of Protestants,” as to' challenge, toy l>e- 
fief that it ha* embraced all truth and ditty, and 
excluded all error ? By what sign does Site prove 
her infallibility ? And by what charter does she 
absolve me from the duty, of examining the Bible 
see, not to which of twenty rival, sects I shall 
eservedlyadhere, httttolearn the whole SYStF.M 
of truth and duty which my Divine Father wits 
laid down ?

- Popish Forgeries and Fictions.—No suspi¬ 
cion of this kind will appear extravagant to those

side, or leave It perhaps without any inscription 
at all, as they are often found in the catacombs of 
Rome. Now this one custom has frequently been 
the occasion of ascribing martyrdom antl saii 
ship to persons and names of mere pagans. 

iMabillon gives a remarkable instance of it ... 
an old stone, found on the grave of if Christian 
with this inscription.

And because in the same grave there was found 
likewise a glass vial, or lacryinatory vessel, tinged

Massachusetts State Temperance 
Convention. 

(■Cfontiriupd from last week.). 

License Laws. 

Mr. Washburn of Worcester introduced a 
substitute for the resolutions previously intro¬ 
duced, respecting die license laws, which were 
referred, and.the convention adjourned. 

Thursday afternoon. The eoumiitt.ee intro¬ 
duced the following resolution: 

Resolved, Tiiat as the license system throws 
over the selling of ardent spirit, to be used as a bev¬ 
erage, the shield of legislative sanction, and teaches, 
the erroneous and destructive doctrine, that such 
selling of it is right, and required ,by tile public 
good, whefi-facts show that it is wrong, and that, 
the public good^Jorbjn's- it,—that system ought, in 
eur view, to be.so changed, .that instead, of licensing 
the evil, it shall onlfyja'far as the voice of the peo¬ 
ple and the public gojjd shall require, ddfend the 
community fronts-tpischief. 

Mr. Washburn"doscanted, in an eloquent and 
forcible manner, ont- the evils of the license sys¬ 
tem. He was iu favor of repealing all laws on 
HouJ^thjs subject. We cannot give an outline of his 
? whole argument, as we heard but a part of it, and 
we catinot, therefore, promise to give accurately 
what we did hear. 

By repealing the laws, he said; yon take ofFthe 
legislative sanction, that it is right to manufacture, 
sell, and uss intoxicating drinks. Now, by the 
existing laws, the legislature says, iris for the 
| public good, to manufacture, sell and use intoxi¬ 
cating drinks; and if any one attempts to convince 
the public that such manufacture, sale, and use 
are immoral, he is met by this legislative sanction. 
Here—says the manufacturer or dealer,—here 
my license, signed by legislative authority; and 
what business have you to charge tne with im¬ 
morality, while pursuing a lawful calling ? l am 
doing no more tliau the proper authorities say is 
for the public good. 

On this ground, it was maintained, at a late 
trial in a neighboring city, that the defendant 
should not be allowed to bring forward testimony 
his defence, to show the immorality of the 
manufacture of ardent spirits; and that tifis was 
n why he was influenced to write the 
obnoxious article. He must not say that it

- write as he did ; for the law says that distilling 
for the public good.. - Thus, according to law, 
an who was influenced by the Boblest of me 
rives, was condemned as guilty of one of the 
worst of crimes. 

Again: by j-epealing the laws, you take off the 
respectability from the manufacture, sale and 
of intoxicating drinks. Now tbe legislature says, 
men with such and such qualifications only may 
sell intoxicating-drinks;—none but respectable 
people—those who will sell only for the public 
good, shall be licensed. When a man loses this 
character, either by becoming intemperate him- 
self, or by selling in instances in which the public 
good does not require it, he must be displaced, 
and a respectable man put in his place. Repeal 
your laws, and you fiiake it at ouce disreputable 
sell.; then the evils of the traffic will be felt. 
Now, the wealthier and more respectable part 
of the community see but little oftbe’evils of the 
license system. Its most obnoxious consequences 
re out of their sight. Repeal your laws, and let 
grog-shop be established at the door of every 
sspectable hottsey’affd you bring the evils of the 
system where they will be felt; and then the 
public will awake and set about providing a 

Mr. President, in our efforts to -promote the 
terfiperauee -cause, the license laws meet us at 
every corner. They are throwing obstacles across 
path, wherever we turn. Unless they are 
moved out of the way, we have but little prospect 
of success in the temperance cause.

the community cannot be silent. They will d lta 
arise in their strength, and demand that the pub¬ 
lic shall be protected. 

To leave the sale open to all, is the only way 
to come to a right conclusion on this subject.— 
Now the law prescribes that none hut decent 
men, honest and true, shall be licensed. As soon 
as they lose this character, they are displaced t« 
make room for others to follow their example. 
In this way, the business assumes, iu tlte eyes of 
the community, a respectability to which it is not 
entitled. Do away the licenses, and you at once 
degrade the business to its proper level. 

Dr. Edwards said,—Most of the remarks which 
have been made, have had reference to the license 
system-of this state, and to what this state ought 
to do. This is not tiie object of the resolution. 
We wish, by the doings of ibis convention, to 
establish great general principles. We wish to 
say the truth, which shall apply to the license 
system .every where. 

Mr. president, we must be Ware how we pro¬ 
ceed on this question. Gentlemen advocate the 
entire repeal of all laws relating to the sale of 
intoxicating drinks. Have they reflected on the 
consequences of thus throwing open the traffic to 
all'Who. are willing to engage ? Huve they looked 
at the distinction between the laws regulating 
licenses, and tiie penal part of'the laws respecting 
the traffic ? There is an important difference, 
sir. The license system is wrong, because it 
teaches error;—it teaches what is not true—that 
it is v right to sell and use intoxicating drinks. But 
not so the penal laws on this subject. Take 
away these, sir, and multiply your grog-simps, so 
that there shall be one at the door of every re¬ 
spectable man’s house, and then who has the 
majority at the ballot-box? Who then will be 
your legislators, and to whom will you apply for 
a redress of your grievances ? Further, yon hav* 
a grog-shop at your door, and are you certain that 


r your s 


you yourself, o 
snared ? 

The penal part of the laws on this subject, sir, 
are such as public defence requites. You must 
look very sharply, before you sweep them away. 

Mr. L. M. Sargent remarked, that the laws can 
never be better than the people will bear. There 
no use in tbe legislature’s going beyond public 
sentiment on this subject; if tbey do, they will not 
be sustained by the people. 

But we do not ask, sir, the legislature to go in 
advauce of public sentiment on this subject \— 
we only ask them to go back to what has been 
previously done. We ask them to restore the 
law of 1787. Then, aliens were forbidden to 
sell; but bv the law of 1832. aliens may be lieen*- 
ed : In 1787, the lowest quantity that a merchant 
could sell, was 18 gallons; but by the law of 
1832, the keg was reduced to 10 gallons: i 1“
